Toledo, O., September 2.—Another vast 
audience, unprecedented in political cam- 
paigns, heard William J. Bryan deliver a 
speech in the High School square in Toiedo 
tonight. The concourse at Columbus last 
night was the largest Mr. Bryan ever ad- 
gressed. Tonight’s throng was Columbus 
over again. .housands upon thousands of 
people were gathered in the square and as 
-- the democratic candidate said in his speech, 
they ‘“‘were measured py the rather 
fhan numbered by the head.”’ 

The people in the vast assemblage were 
at all times enthusiastic and occasionally 
wildly so. Once there was a suggestion of 
panic through the frantic efforts of those 
in front of the temporary stand from 
which the candidate delivered his address, 
to escape from the terrible crush, and Mr. 
Bryan was obliged to suspend his speech 
‘and beg that the crowding cease. Esti- 
mates of the size of the audience range 
“trdih 30,000 to 40,000. After the open meeting 

. Bryan Addressed more than 4,000 per- 
sons who were packed like sardines in 
Memorial hall. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bryan reached Tolea® at 
6:30 o’clock and were greeted by enor- 
mous crowds at the railway station and at 
the Boody house, where they are stopping. 
The candidate was escorted to the Hign 
School square tonight by several brass 
bands and a torchlight procession. Hon. 
Elmer White called the meeting to order 
and Judge A. W. Lemmon presented Mr. 
Bryan. It was nearly 9 o’clock before Mr. 
Bryan began his aadress. 

“Ladies and gentlemen,’ said Mr. Bryan, 
“as I iook over this vast audience, which 
is measured by the acre rather than*num- 
bered by the head, I am led 
to regret that the silver craze 
is dying out.

If this is what the people 
do when the silver sentiment is on the 
wane, what are they going to do when the 
sentiment begins to increase?

Denver, Col., September 2.—(Special.)— 
It can be stated as a general proposition 
that the democrats, populists and silver 
republicans in all of the western states 
have fused, or will fuse, on silver electors 
for the presidency and that the question 
of whether Sewall or Watson is to be the 
vice president is causing very little uneasi- 
ness. 

A canvass of the conventions that have 
been held so far, however, indicates that 
Sewall is running far ahead of Watson and 
that even in the states where the populists 
greatly outnumber the democrats the sen- 
timent is favorable to the man from Maine. 
This may be best and most easily account- 
ed for by saying that expediency has con- 
quered sentiment in the first home of the 
silver agitation and that it is generally re- 
garded as better-to accept Sewall and 
thus take no chances on losing Bryan, than 
to support Watson and run the risk of 
jeopardizing silver by splitting the vote. 

In Colorado, for instance, the populists 
are numerically about six times as strong 
as the democrats, but Watson is not even 
considered in the race. All silver men are 
for Bryan and Sewall, with the exception 
of a lagging dozen here and there. Colorado 
democrats have already accepted the Cni- 
cago nominees in state convention. On 
September 9th 95 per cent of the populists 
will meet and do the same thing. The sil- 
ver republicans will do the same thing on 
September 9th. 

The McKinley republicans will indorse 
McKinley and Hobart September 30ta. A 
safe estimate of the vote in November is 
that 95 per cent of Colorado voters will be 
for a Bryan and Sewall ticket on a fusion. 

In Nebraska there has been a complete 
fusion on .the electoral ticket between 
democrats and populists, and the silver re- 
publicans will come in later. 

The matter of the vice presidency was not 
mentioned, but will result in a division of 
democratic electors. The populists will con- 
trol probably the congressional and state 
offices. 

In Kansas the dembcratic electors have 
been accepted by the populists and silver 
republicans. 

In Minnesota there has been complete 


fusion. The understanding is that the vote | 


for vice president shall be thrown to Sewal] 
or Watson accerding to which develops the 
greater strength in the electoral college. 
The same understanding exists in some 
other western states. 

In South Dakota the democrats and pop- 
ulists agreed on Bryan and Sewall electors. 
Of course the silver republicans are with 
them. 

North Dakota has not acted but the sen- 
timent is said to be generally favorable to 
the Chicago nominees. 

In Wyoming the populists have no state 
committee and will support the 
indorsement of Bryan and

Utah has not acted, but it is understood 
that the feeling there is similar to that in 
Colorado, strongly in favor of the Chicago 
ticket. 

In Idaho the democrats and populists 
fused on an electoral ticket. The silver re- 
publicans indorsed the electoral ticket, al- 
though there is a bad split on United States 
senator, which may cost DuBois his seat. 

Democratic electors have been accepted 
in Montana, and although there is a small 
bolting element among the populists, the 
state will go overwhelmingly for Bryan and 
Sewall. 

In California there is perfect all-around 
fusion, with the undérstanding that Wat- 
son’s strength in the electoral college will 
determine the state|s vote for vice presi- 
dent. 

In Oregon the populists got the big end of 
the and named Watson 
electors. 

Washington has divided electors between 
Sewall and Watson. 

Nevada has not yet acted. This state will 
probably have a fusion of populists and 
democrats.

Indianapolis, Ind., September 2.—No bet- 
ter weather could have been wished for 
by the single standard @@mocrats for their 
convention. The suf @@@ne brightly, and 
pleasant breezes preve@eed the heat from 
becoming oppressive. ; 

Tomlinson hall, a B@lid-looking brick 
building at the junction of East Markct 
and Delaware streets, in the center of 
the business portion Of the city, is the 
place for the holding Of the convention. 
It is flanked by two sqare towers, and is 
profusely decorated with the national flag. 
The interior is well adapted to the pur- 
poses of a convention not intended for 
popular, noisy demonstrations, 

At the north end is an elevated staging 
that occupies the full width of the build- 
ing, with tiers of seats rising up and com- 
manding a fine view of the hall. This 
Staging is also lavishly decorated with the 
flag in full tengths, festoons, 
loops. and every form practiced by the 
decorative artist. The front or foot-lighi 
portion of it is furnished with plants in 
pots and tubs, the golden rod having the 
front place among the flowers. The main 
body of the hall is occupied by the dele- 
gates, the position of each state being in- 
dicated by the usual oar-like guidons—the 
name of the state being painted in white 
leters on a tie grountd. On the three 
Sides of the hall are galleries for the spec- 
tators, the fronts of these galleries being 
covered with white calico, having the arms 
of the United States at frequen intervals. 
the spaces between being festooned neatiy 
with smilax. At the southern end of he 
hall is another smaller. gallery, also 
decorated, which was occupied by a band 
of music that played poptilar airs as the 
delegates were assembling.” 

Hanging high up over the platform was 
the United States coat of arms, on which 
the golden eagle appeared to be flapping 
his wings in tr:umph. To the right of this 
were hung framed likenesses of Jefferson, 
Jackson and ex-Senator MeDonald, and to 
the left, pictures of Cleveland, Hendricks 
and Tilden. The appearance of the hall 
on the whole was very attractive. and 
there was a good deal of applause and clap- 
ping as_yarious demograts entered the 
hall and took their seat® with their dele- 
gations. 

Among those thus especially honored 
were Buckner and Breckinridge, of Ken- 
tucky. But Senator Palmer, of Illinois, 
came in unnoticed, and took his seat 
among the delegates from his state. A 
white silk flag, on which was imprinted 
a likeness of President Cleveland, with 
the motto ‘“Florida’s Candiflate,’”’ was 
carried through the hall by a colored man, 
and was cheered frequently. All the ‘dele- 
gates wore bright-colored badges on the 
lappels of their coats, the prevailing hue 
being golden yellow, and many of them 
sported, in addition, twigs of ‘‘golden rod,” 
so that the character of the convention 
was asserted in unmistakable color. Even 
the color of the window shades was “old 
gold.”’ 

Convention Slow To Assemble. 

The passage of noon, the hour fixed for 
the assembling of the convention. was 
marked only by the rendering of “Old 
Hundred” by the band. 

At half-past 1 o'clock Senator Palmer, 
who had taken a seat on the stage as 
temporary cha’rman, arose and called the 
convention to order. 

Rev. John Hazen White, Episcopal bishop 
of Indiana, delivered the opening prayer. 

The call for the convention was then 
read. 

When the name of Cleveland was read 
in the call, in connection with the names 
of Jefferson and Jackson, the members of 
the convention rose and cheered. and 
Plauded loud and long, waving hats, hand-

During the reading of the all. the 
Chicago Marching Club entered one of the 
galleries, and was received with cheers. 

The next business in order was declared 
to be the call of states, in order to ascer- 
tain who were present. 

The secretary reported that the roll of 
States showed forty-one had responded to 
the call.

“Trenton, S. C., September 1, 1896.—Gen- 
lemen: Your letter of this date has just 
been received, and as its tenor demands 
prompt answer, I reply aft once. 

“T had intended to say and do nothing 
in the senatorial race, but I recognize in 
you my strong. personal and politica) 
friends and coadjutors, who always have 
fhe right te call upon me both for advice 
and work, if need be. What I may 
may serve oniy to give an explanation of 
the causes that have produced a threaten- 
eu disaster rather than a unit. 

“You ask me to ‘take the helm’ when the 
ship is alreacy in the breakers. As a true 
man I must do 80, even though at this late 
day I might well ask why you have not 
called on me sooner. 

“I regard the election of Governor Evans 
to the senate now as «a political necessity. 
I say this without the slightest degree of 
disparagement to his opponent. There fs 
necessarily a difference of opinion among 
our people as to the fitness and qualifica- 
tions of these two gentlemen for the high 
office named. But this is not a personal 
contest and Governor Evans's alleged 
shortcomings and Judge Earle’s qualifica- 
tions cannot enter as factors in the con- 
sideration of the question by the true re- 
formers of the state. To these 1 address 
myself, because I know too well that noth- 
ing I can say will have any weight with 
thosé who have fought me with such in- 
tense bitterness in the past and who now 
fight Evans as the exponent of reform. 
The reform movement had its origin in ihe 
demand of the people—the common peo- 
ple—for recognition in governmental affairs. 
It swept the state and assumed absolute 
control of all its departments.

The Seat of the Trouble. 

These islands are the only territory owned 
by Spain in the far east. They are all sit- 
uated within the northern tropics and ina 
southerly direction from Hong Kong. They 
form the most northern group of the In- 
dian archipelago, embracing an area of 
112,300 square miles. The Philippine group 
consists of nine large and 1,200 small is- 
lands, having an aggregate population of 
over 8,000,000. 

The Philippine islands are fertile. Tropi- 
cal fruit and a fine grade of tobacco are 
extensively grown. It is from this section 
of the world -that the famous Manilla ci- 
@ars are exported. 

From a commercial standpcint these 
eastdrn possessions of Spain are very 
Valuable. The revenue for 1895 was $13,- 
679,900. With proper management and con- 
Siderate treatment of the natives the Phil- 
ippme *slands would have been very valu- 
able, both commercially and politically, to 
Spain. But the dons have carried on things 
in these islands in the same high-handed 
manner that has characterized the whole 
course of the Spanish government’s treat- 
ment of her colonies. Several protests 
have been made by the Philippines, but 
their protests have been scorned and the 
petitioners punished for having the audaci- 
ty to criticise the government of Spain. 
Long and patiently have the natives of 
those far-off shores waited for an oppor- 
tunity to strike off the Spanish yoke, and 
they have Srasped the right opportunity. 
They are now up in arms at Manilla. Thou- 
sands of the natives are flocking under the 
Standard which threatens to eng the lit- 
tle that is left of Spanish rule and tyranny 
in the far east. 

The inhabitants of these islands are an ab- 
solutely heterogenous one. The pure Span- 
lards do not exceed 7,000, but there are 
many creole Spaniards. The bulk of the 
population consists of Malay East Indians. 
There are thousands of Chinese, Moham- 
medans from thé East Indies and the 
common Indian coolie. 

The Philippine islands first came into ¢ne 
possession of Spain in 1565. Legazpi found- 
first Spanish settlement, The na- 
tives questioned the right of Spain to rule

BIG FIRE RAGING IN NORFOLK. 


Large Factories Consumed and Biaze 
Beyond Control. 

Nor‘’olk, Va., September 2.—The exten- 
sive factory of S. H. White & Sons’ Com- 
pany, manufacturers of agricultural im- 
plements, located on East Water street, 
was burned tonight. The flames are still 
raging and the entire department and fire 
tugs have turned their attention to saving 
adjacent property. 

At midnight the fire has spread to the 
union stockyards on Nebraska street, con- 
taining several hundred cattle, and the 
animals were rescued, but the entire block 
between Water and Nebraska streets is 
dcomed. In this square are located the 
iron foundry of W. A. Anderson, which 
strenuous efforts are being made to save. 
Fears for the safety of the steamship 
wharves of the Ol41 Dominion and Clyde 
lines are entertained. Rumors are rife 
that two men perished at the stockyards, 
but they have not been confirmed, and no 
lives are believel to have been lost. 

The loss will easily approximate $250,000 
and the fire is not yet under control. The 
fire has caught across Nebraska street and 
the Hotel Gladstone is in danger. 


IRISH CONVENTION CRITICISED. 


Cork. Herald Declares the Meeting a 
Sectional Gathering. 

Cork, September 2.—The Cork Herald, an 
organ of the Healyite faction of the Irish 
national party, publishes a long article this 
morning commenting upon yesterday’s pro- 
ceedings of the Irish convention in Dublin.

Goes Through Obie.

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and girls, bearing slips of yellow paper 
containing the inscription ‘*McKinley Club” 
were in the crowd of several hundred gath- 
ered at Bellefontaine. The men had them 
pinned to their hats and the women to 
their parasols and dresses. Even the Car- 
riages and wagons drawn up at the station 
bore the golden labels, but although tne 
Bryan contingent in the audience seemed 
to be in the minority, it had plenty of en- 
thusiasm. and with the assistance of @ 
brass band, succeeded in making quite as 
much noise in honor of the democratic can- 
didate as the others made for his repub- 
lican opponent. Mr. Bryan referred to the 
color of the badges in his speech. This is 
what he said: 

“Our opponents started out by saying 
that they were as good friends to bimetal- 
lism as we. But we have driven them to 
tlie not open, but secret advocacy of the 
gold standard, so that whenever we come 
into a town where there are any McKin- 
ley men, they have the name printed, not 
upon a white and yellow paper, but upon 
yellow paper. (Great applause.) We find 
that there is evidence of what is known as 
a vellow fever. It differs from the old yel- 
low fever in that the old, yellow fever 
killed the men who had the fever while the 
new yellow fever ruins the people who do 
not have the fever. (Great applause and 
cheering.) 

“IT am glad to see courage anywhere, 
and when ! find a man who believes that 
this nation fis nqt great enough to govern 
itself and must appeal to foreign nations 
for aid, IT am glad to have him put it on 
his hat, (Great applause.) I am glad that 
in this campaign the people who are sup- 
porting the Chicago platform do not get 
down on their knees and appeal to kings 
and princes to legislate for the American 
people."’ 

Part of the Stand Falls. 

Toledo, O., September 2.—Farmers from 
the surounding country kept coming into 
Kenton all the morning to attend the re- 
ception given here this afternoon to W. J. 
Bryan. The courthouse where Mr. Bryan 
spoke was surrounded by vehicles of 
all descriptions when the democratic can- 
didate appeared and every livery stable 
and hitching post had its contingent. Mr. 
Bryan arrived at 1:05 p. m. from Spring- 
field and was given an anvil salute at the 
station, where a carriage was in waiting 
to convey him, with Mrs. Bryan, to the 
Rees house, under escort of a reception 
committee, headed by Editor Daniel Flan- 
nagan and F. G. Hurst. 

After dinner the candidate and his party 
proceeded to the courthouse square, where 
fully 4,000 people were drawn up in front 
of a temporary stand. A great shout went 
up as the candidate appeared and it was 
repeated time and again. Mr. Hurst in- 
troduced Mr. Bryan, who made a viforous 
speech that won frequent applause. 

While it was in progress part of the 
speakers’ stand gave way with a crash, 
carrying a score of pecple with it. Nobody 
was hurt, but the wildest excitement 
reigned for a few minutes. Mrs, Bryan 
barely managed to save herself from being 
precipitated into the hole through which 
those near her fell. The speech was 
Suspended, of course, but when it was 
found that the accident had not resulted 
in any broken bones the candidate re- 
sumed. 

A special coach chartered by the Toledo 
reception committee was attached to the 
train on which Mr. Bryan left Kenton 
at 2:20p. m. It wag Dlaged at the disposal 
of the candidate and his wife and in it 
they and the Toledo delegation made the 
journey to that place. 

Reception at Findlay, O. 

At Findlay, O., Mr. Bryan was given a 
flattering reception in point of the number 
of people who assembled to hear him speak 
at the ball grounds this afternoon. Fully 
6,000 people were in the grand stand, the 
bleechers and in the field. Mr. Bryan's 
speech was short, for he had only thirty 
minutes to spare from the time he left 
his train at 3:10 o'clock until it resumed 
its northward progress. 

Mr. Bryan declared in closing his Findlay 
speech that if elected gold would not re- 
main the standard of this country one 
moment longer than he could help to get 
rid of it.

Convention of Hannarchists Starts the 
Work of Official Disruption

convention and of the audience and it was 
followed by cheers and laughter. The 
prayer that God might prevent the incen- 
diary’s (Bryan’s) work was 2180 applauded. 

At the close of Chairman Flowers aa- 
dress the states’ were called for the selec- 
‘tion of members of the committees on cre- 
dentials, rules and resolutions, and also 
vice presidents, When the call had been 
concluded the convention, at 2:10, took a 
recess until 4 p. m. 

The Afternoon Session. 

The convention re-assembled at 4:30 p. m. 
with a full attendance of delegates and the 
galleries packed with spectators, a large 
proportion of whom were ladies in summer 
costumes. 

The chairman of the committee on cre- 
dentials, Mr. J. H, Brennan, of Wisconsin, 
made a report to the effect that there were 
824 delegates present, representing forty- 
one states and three territories and rec- 
mending that those present be entitled to 
cast the full votes of their states and ter- 
ritories. As to the contest with reference 
to the delegation from Connecticut the 
committee recommended that the action 
of the national eommittee in seating the 
delegates returned by the state convention 
be considered, 

The report was agreed to without oppo- 
sition. 

Dr. Everett, of Massachusetts, was in. 
troduced to fill up the time with a speech 
until the report on permanent org®fiza- 
tion should be ready. ° 

The report of the committee on perma- 
nent organization was then presented by 
the chairman of the committee, Mr. James 
W. Eaton, of New York. It recommended 
Senator Donelson Caffery, of Louisiana, as 
permanent chairman and Mr. J. R. Wilson, 
of Indiana, for permanent secretary, and 
further recommended the eStablishment of 
a permanent national organization, 

The report was adopted without a dis- 
senting voice. Senator Caffery was escort- 
ed to the chair by Mr. Bullitt, of Pennsyl- 
Vania, and Mr, Lawler, of Minnesota, and 
addressed the convention. His remarks 
were delivered with much force and were 
greeted with continued cheering. 

Senator Caffery’s Speech. 

Senator Caffery said: 

“Il tender this convention my deepest 
thanks for the high honor of selecting me 
to preside over its deliberations. I shall 
always regard it as the highest ever con- 
ferred upon me. 

“Charged by our party with the function 
of ministering in its temple of faith, and 
teaching the people its true doctrines, our 
priests have desecrated its altars, broken 
its shrines and taught false doctrines to 
the people. We now enter the sanctuary 
of the temple and take possé@ssion of the 
ark of the covenant of our faith, which we 
will hereafter vigilantly guard, protect and 
defend. We will purify its desecrated al- 
tars and rebuild its broken shrines. And 
lest the hearts of the people be stoien 
away from true democratic faith—the faith 
of our fathers and founders—we must sep- 
arate from our brethren who have wrought 
this evil, and from those who have fol- 
lowed their evil teaching. We cannot fodl 
low them in the road they have taken; for 
their feet are swift to destruction and 
their wav is the way of death. The ties 
that bound us were as strong as hooks of 
steel and we part from them in sorrow. 

“Loyalty to party discipline and organi- 
zation has ever been the pride and strength 
of our party. Loyalty to principle has ever 
been and ever will be its cardinal and 
leading tenet, paramount to all others, 
binding in conscience and guiding the ac- 
tion of every true democrat. 

“If we do not look into evidence aliunde 
to show the Michigan frauds and other 
devious acts and practices designed to 
pack the convention, the Chicago plat- 
form has the stamp of our party and 
claims its allegiance. But it is a mere si- 
mulacrum; a form without the substance 
of democracy, and no democrat is bound by 
it, nor is it entitled to his feaNy. The 
declarations of that platform are 
‘open, palpable and flagrant’ departures 
from all that democracy has stood for. 
They assail the money standard of the 
country, and declare for the inflated and 
depreciated standard of free silver at 16 
to 1. They assail the right and power of 
the executive to enforce the law and to 
protect property under the control and 
in the custody of the federal courts in any 
state in the union; they attack the integrity 
of a co-ordinate branch of the government: 
they declare that the function of issuing 
paper money is to be exclusively exercised 
by the government itself: they assail the 
right of the citizen to contract for pay- 
ment in any legitimate commodity; they 
declare that the obligations of the govern- 
ment, for which gold was received and for 
the payment of which in the same coin the 
national faith is pledged, may be paid in 
a depreciated coin. And we declare that 
each and all of these attacks and declara- 
tions are undemocratic. They are an as- 
sault upon the constitution, the time- 
honored principles of the democratic party 
and the distinguished patriot and states- 
man who has twice led it to the only victo- 
ries it has achieved in thirty-six years. 

How He Designated Democracy. 

“It is the Ishmael of platforms. It raises 
its hand against some of the principles of 
both parties and all the principles of the 
democratic party, It is begotten of the un- 
hallowed union between democracy, popu- 
lism and anarchy. and that the scriptures 
may be fulfilled it will be a fugitive and a 
wanderer on the face of the earth. 

“We hold that no argument is needed to 
show the revolutionary and anarchistic 
character of the doctrine that the laws 
cannot be enforced in a state to protect 
property which is in the jurisdiction of 
federal courts, or to protect the United 
States mails, or that the supreme court 
Ought to be reorganized; or that the na- 
tional honor should be stained, or the na- 
tional faith violated; or that the freedo?fn 
of private contract ought to be limited: or 
that the function of issuing paper money 
ought to be exclusively exercised by the 
federal government. We ‘hold that the 
theory of free coinage ef silver with gold 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 admits of argument, 
but we hold that the weight of authority, 
the strength of reasoning and the facts of 
history all point to its fallacy and the 
ruinous consequences of its adoption. We 
hold that it will rob the poor man of his 
Wage, and the rich man of his wealth; the 
widow of her savings, the child of his pat- 
rimony,’ the soldier of his pension, the in- 
dustrious of his toil, and the inventor of 
the reward of his genius. We hold that it 
will demoralize and seriously disturb the 
immense trade and commerce of the re- 
public, and drive the country to a discredit- 
ed, deprecated and depreciating standard, 
smite our finances as with a palsy, and 
trade with a blight. We hold that the na- 
tion’s credit will fall prostrate, {its obliga- 
tions will be dishonored and its unsullied 
character stained with fraud and deceit. 

“We claim that these averments are 
true, established by historical fact, by un- 
answerable reason. the opinions of the 
most distinguished political economists 
and the common sense and common hones- 
ty of the largest portion of our fellow citi- 
zens have been played upon and aroused 
bv artful fanatics end cunning demagogues, 
There are, however, many honest, natriotic 
and intelligent men who cling with all the 
strength of conviction to the specious but 
unsound theory of bimetallism at 16 to 1. 
If their theorv is denounced ag false and 
pernicious, no imputation is cast upon the'r 
character, nor any slur upon their intelli. 
rence. 

Free Coinage the Issue. 

“The free coinage of silver is, and hag 
heen since Mr. Cleveland's inauguration, 
the supreme, overshadowing Issue before 
the country. Upon that fesue the president 
and a majority of his party representatives 
in congress took opposite sides. In conse- 
quence he thas been powerless to effect 
financial reform and secure immunity from 
gold raiding on the treasury. 

“Siree the inception of the struggle for 
free silver no compromise has been pos- 
sible. Our brethren knew that the battle 
was on to the death. The nominee of the 
so-called democratic party has on several 
occasions proclaimed the irreconcilable na- 
ture of the conflict. It is a fitting culmina- 
tion of such a contest for our brethren to 
obtain allies from populism at the price of 
incorporating its nefarious doctrines in 
their platform and attempting to palm 
them off as genuine democracy. It was fit 


that to @ degraded and depreciated cur- 
rency should be added an assassinated 
judiciary an a powerless executive. 
“Fellow citizens, we are not traitors 

our party. We are in the house of o 
fathers. We cannot be driven from it. e 
will defend the honor of our country and 
the integrfty of our principles as long as 
life endures. We can neither be ousted of 
our polftical heritage nor forced into the 
ranks of our old-time adversary. We in- 
tend to preserve intact, unimpaired and 
unsullied by and through the organiza- 
tion which we perfect today the democracy 
of Jefferson, Jackson, Benton and Cleve- 
land. We propose to furnish a refuge and 
an abiding place for such of our brethren 
as, shocked and grieved at the betrayal of 
our principles at Chicago, are Inclined to 
go to the republican camp. The principles 
of democracy are imperishable. They are 
antagonistic to the paternalism of the re- 
publican and the socialist; the destructive- 
ness of the anarchist and the vagaries of 
the inflationist and repudiator. Byron 
wrote: ‘While the coliseum stands Rome 
shall stand, and while Rome stands, the 
world.’ Wei say: ‘While democracy 
stands, the republic shall stand, and while 
the republic stands, human liberty.’ 


Speaks of Party Straying. 

‘Tor a séason our party may stray after 
false doctrines and flounder amid quag- 
mires until the beacon light of truth breaks 
upon it. It will rise from every fall, like 
Antaeus of old, and even in its ashes will 
live its, wonted fires. If in the decree of 
fate our party must perish let no historian 
write such epitaph on its tomb as this: 
‘Came to an untimely end from swallowing 
political and financial poison,’ but rather 
let this epitaph be written over its honored 
grave, dug amid the ruins of the capitol: 
‘It did not survive the loss of liberty, the 
destruction of the republic and the decay 
of ‘public and private morals.’ We_are the 
propagandists of no new creed. We are 
the upholders of the other. We appeal 
from democracy drunk with delusion to 
democracy sobered by reason, With an 
abiding faith in the intelligence and hon- 
esty of our people we lay before them and 
the world the reasons that prompt us to 
unfurl the old flag that has floated over 
many a triumph and many a defeat and 
never yet soiled by repudiation or stained 
by dishonor. 

“We deem it wise to pursue an agere- 
sive, rather than a negative policy; to be 
Achilles dragging Hector around the walls 
of Troy rather than Achilles sulking in his 
tent. We propose to make a funeral pyre 
of the cadavers of populism and anarchy. 
We propose to drag behind our triumphant 
chariot wheels, in defeat and disgrace, 
around the national capitol, the dead 
Frankenstein personifying their precious 
creed and their turbulent fanaticism. 

“We cannot make bedfellows, even in 
a night of furious storm and thick dark- 
ness, of our lifelong antagonists. We can- 
not, even to escape as great evils as are 
the necessary result of the success of the 
Chicago platform, be the executioners of 
our loved and generated party. We can- 
not, even by implication, be held to the 
false theory that the people can be made 
rich by taxation, nor to the theory that the 
federal power and treasury can or ought 
to be used to impair the autonomy of the 
states on one hand and on the other to 
dispense largest to favored classes. The 
election of McKinley or of Bryan, 
with our support, would mean the 
destruction of our whole party for a gen- 
eration. For, when our people recover 
from the debauch of populism and anarchy, 
they will discard the men who have led 
their orgy. If we go to McKinley those 
men will be the recognized exponents of 
democracy. When the fumes of the de- 
bauch and dissipated and sober reason 
resumes her sway, our flock will turn to- 
ward its fold only to find it destroyed. 
We, therefore, stand fast. We sound a 
bugle call throughout the land for all dem- 
ocrats to rally to the support of govern- 
ment and law, for the honor of their coun- 
try and for the maintenance and preserva- 
tion of their creed, its memories and its 
glories. If not heeded now, it will be in 
the near future. And then those clouds 
which lowered over our political horizon 
and darkened our councils will take flight; 
those opposed eves which lately met in 
party conflict will be turned all one way, 
and a united and triumphant democracy 
will march on to victory under the aegis 
of the constitution and under the precepts 
of the apostles of our faith. 

At the close of Mr. Caffery'’s speech’ Mr. 
John P. Irish, of California, made a speech 
to the convention which was received with 
enthusiastic demonstration of applause 
throughout. As he resumed his seat the 
band played “Rally ’Round the Flag,” and 
there was quite an ovation.

NEARLY REACHED RECORD 


Fell Only Two Points Behind the 


World’s Score for Distances. 


BEAT THE SECOND TEAM BY TWENTY-SIX 


More Victories May Add to the Laurels 
of the Cracker Cracksmen 
Today. 


Sea Girt, N. J., September 2.—Georgla 
duplicated her performance of last year 
at today’s meeting of the New Jersey State 
Rifle Association. The southerners won 
the valuable bronze trophy, “Soldier of 
Marathon,” scoring 18 points over Massa- 
chusetts. The District of Columbia marks- 
men were third with a score of 1,022. 

When the sharpshooters went to the butts 
this morning the wind was very light, but 
before noon it blew hard enough to inter- 
fore with exceptionally good scores. 

The interstate match took up the greater 
part ‘of the day, and it was not finishea 
until after 4 o’clock. Five teams entered 
as follows: 

Georgia, Pennsylvania, District of Co- 
lumbia, Massachusetts and New Jersey. 

The member? of the Twelfth and Sevonth 
regiments, of New York, who shot. yester- 
day in the several matches, did not com- 
pete. They realized that they had little 


chance of winning the prize. 

Lieutenant Stebbins, of the Twelfth New 
York, said that his state had made no ap- 
propriation to send a team to compete 
and the best marksmen did not feel like 
paying everything when the whole state 
would receive the credit if tuey won. 

The Washington boys were picked to win 
the interstate match. They made 5ié points 
on the 2M-yard range. Georgia was then 
one ahead. On the 00-vard range the 
District of Columbia marksmen made only 
506 to 581 for the southerners. 

At the end of the first stage of the match 
Captain Williamson, of the Georgia team, 
entered a protest against the District of 
Columbia on the ground that their 
rrarksmen had excceded the time 
allowed them. The protest was referred to 
the inspector general of rifle practice, 
Bird W. Spencer, but it is not likely that 
anything will come from it, becausé the 
Washington shooters were third in the 
contest. 

Lieutenant Hutterlee, of the District of 
Columbia team deserved all the praise he 
received for making the remarkable score 
of 9% out of a possible 100 in the interstate 
match. 

Georgia Is Congratulated. 

When the match was closed the Georgia 
cracks received the congratulations of the 
other competing teams. The same match 
was won by the eGorgia team last year. 
Today they came within three points of 
breaking the world’s record, made by Penn- 
Sylvania in 1892. 

The skirmish runs in the match for regi- 
mentdl teams, the match for the Columbia 
trophy, and in that fer teams of the na- 
tional guard, began immediately after the 
finish of the interstate event. There were 
fourteen runs and the scores will be added 
to those made in the above matches vester- 
day. 

It was late before the skirmishes were 
finished and the results cannot be an- 
nounced until tomorrow. 

The most distinguished officer or the 
grounds today was General George W. 
Wingate, who founded and was president 
of the National Rifle Association until it 
was absorbed by the New Jersey Associa- 
tion six years ago. srigadier General 
Alfred Ordway. of the District of Coluin- 
bia, and the adjutant general of Pennsyi- 
vania are also in attendance. 

The shooting temorrow will be for the 
Hilton trophy valued at $3,000 open to 
teams of twelve men from the United 
States, England, Ireland, Scotland, the 
provinces ot Great Britain, the regular 
army, volunteers and the navy of any 
country. The prize was won last year Dy 
the District of Columbia, which made a to- 
tal score of 1,097.

Dr. Gambrell Declines To Run. 

Greenesboro, Ga., September 2.—(Special.) 
—Dr. J. H. Gambrell has today furnished 
his letter declining the populist nomination 
for congressman from the eighth district. 
In his letter he thanks the committee for 
the nomination and declares himself to be 
an uncompromising enemy of the liquor 
saloon. He sets forth in detail the reasons 
which actuaie him in declining the nomi- 
nation. He says the earnest and honest 
appeal of the cGeeply wronged for aid and 
redress appeals to him for sympathetic au- 
dience; that he would infinitely prefer to 
be known as the helper of every good per- 
son and cause in Georgia, than to nave an 
indisputed title to every penny of its vast 
wealth. He says: 

“The question presented me ‘by your 
convention is simply one of duty. 1 am in 
the pastorate. You ask me to become the 
cand‘date of the prohibition and people's 
party for congrese. To accept your nomi- 
nation would be to immediately disrupt my 
present relations. I would feel bound to 
resign my pastorate before antagonizing 
for the sake of official position the political 
epinions and_ affiliations of men whose 
pastor [ now am. Some three weeks since 
a gentleman waited on me by request of 
interested parties to learn whether or not I 
would accept vour nomination. To him I 
replied I would not accept the nomination 
for any office. The actual and unanimous 
tender of the nomination forms no reason 
in. my mind for not adhering to that deci- 
sion. Candor compels me to frankly Say, 
with my’ present convictions of duiy, lI 
prefer to be the pastor of the humblest 
Baptist church in Georgia than to’ fill the 
highest official position within the gift of 
its voters.”’ 

He then states that he is not in sympathy 
with that unscriptural, unpatriotic heresy 
that ministers, because they are such, are 
barred from active participation in the af- 
fairs of state by divine order or their obli- 
gations to humanity; that there is no rea- 
son why a minister, moved by convictios, 
should not serve his country as an Official. 
Hie savs: 

‘“T do not believe that the ministry and 
other Christians of Georgia could do a 
thing that would please God and bless hu- 
manity more than to help to elect the men 
who in the pending campaign are pledg®i 
by platform, character and record to the 
suppression of the drink traffic in this 
state. To the extent of mv vote and in- 
fluence I shall honor God and bless hu- 
manity in this contest, whatever other min- 
isters may do. In my judgment the men 
who are willing to continue the saloons 
in Georgia under the mischievous plea for 
local option and home rule, in order to win 
positions for themselves and their special 
chums, are recreant to the highest, holiest 
obligations of our civilization, and are un- 
yorthy of the vote and indorsement of 
honest man, to say nothing of Chris- 
tianity.’’ 

He writes at considerable length upon 
the question of local option and the populist 
platform to extend the provisions of local 
option, and commends the populists for their 
position on this question. He says there 
are one or two minor things in the platform 
populists which do not commend 
themselves to his judgment, but that they 
are not of supreme importance in this cam- 
paign. Frankly, he says, because of former 
affiliation and association, if the demo- 
cratic party shuold filedge to state-wide 
abolition of the drink traffic, the destruc- 
tion of the convict lease system and to 
clean, honest election methods he would 
prefer to vote with the democratic party.

Southeastern Tariff Association Consid- 
ering Macon Risks. 


LOSS HEAVIER THAN PREMIUMS 


Central City People Protesting Against 
a Railroad Cut—Receiver 
Appointed. 


September 2.—(Special.)— 
There is some talk in Macon to the ef- 
fect that the Southeastern Tariff Asso- 
t.uc.On Inay raise the rate of fire insurance 
in this city. 

So far as can be 


Macon, Ga., 


ascertained the asso- 
ciation has done nothing definite in the 
matter, but the report is it may act at 
an early day. The local agents are un- 
derstood to be averse to an increase in 
the rate, and desire to suggest to the 
association the advisability of not order- 
ing the increase. An insurance agent 
Says it is possible there will be no gen- 
eral increase in rates, but only a rerating 
of the city, making an increase in rates 
on some risks and a decrease on other 
risks, thus maintaining the present aver- 
age. 

On this basis the companies would real- 
ly receive no greater amount in pre- 
miums as a whole than is now paid. The 
rerating would apply 
commercial risks, and 
houses. 

The association claims that the insurance 
companies’ losses during the past two 
years in Macon have exceeded by a con- 
siderable amount the premium receipts, and 
the association thinks that by a rerating 
it mway stop these losses in future and 
perhaps recover something of what may 
have been lost. 

The Macon fire department has been pro- 
nounced efficient and up to date. Two 
members of the city fire commission, 
which controls the department, are fire 
insurance agents, and they can be relied 
on to Keep the department up to a first- 
class standard. The water supply of Ma- 
con is pronounced adequate, and sever- 
al improvements in the plant are contem- 
plated. The construction of the buildings 
makes them as safe and fireproof as elSe- 
where in the south; the streets are wide, 
thus diminishing the fire hazard; there is 
an intproved fire alarm, and in every par- 
ticular it seems § that Macon meets the 
conditions and requirements of a first-class 
insurance rate town.

Immense “Throng Crowds the Opera, 
House Te Hear Him.

MANY CONVERTS ARE MADE 


Ex-Speaker Does Great Work for De- 
mocracy—Judge Maddox and Col- 
onel Livingston Talk. 


Rome, Ga., September 2.—(Special.)—The 
reception tendered Judge Crisp last night 
at the Armstrong was but the beginning 
of the enthusiastic demonstration which 
followed today. 

The streets were thronged with people 
from the surrounding country and from 
different sections of the district, 

At 10:30 o'clock Nevin’s opera house was 
filled to its fullest capacity with the demo-, 
eratic veomanry of. the seventh district, 
several hundred ladies occupying seats in 
the audtorium, ; 

Accompanied by members of the man- 
aging committee Judge Crisp was driv- 
en from the Armstrong to the opera house, 
where his appearance was greeted with 
applause. 
in the opera house was filled 
and the scene that presented 
speaker was sufficient to have 
inspired a much less impressionable man, 

The band played ‘Dixie’ as Judge Crisp, 
Hon. L. F. Livingston and Hon. John W. 
Maddox took their seats on the platform, 
and after the cheering had ceased Hon. 
John W. Maddox arose and“tntroduced the 
speaker of the day. 

He said that there was no time in the 
history of our country in which the result 
of an election had %een of so much import- 
ance, and especially had there not been 
such a crisis in recent years. At the great 
convention which met in Chicago it had 
been declared that the financial question 
was the vital issue of the campaign, and 
so had both the populist and silver party 
conventions at St. Louis declared. To 
add to this the republicans at St. Louis 
had openly declared that gold should be 
the standard of money value in this country 
after having always, heretofore, supported 
the silver cause. They had insisted on this 
indirect contradiction of their former ut- 
terances, insisting that gold should be the 
standard until bimetallism should be es- 
tablished in foreign countries, which would 


be never. 
The International Conference. 

He alluded to the fact that both the sen- 
ate and the house had agreed on an inter- 
national convention for discussing bimetal- 
lism, but when the resolution reached the 
white ‘house it lodged and had never gone 
any further. 

He continued on that line, advocating 
the rule of the common people and the re- 
establishment of silver, his speech being 
frequently interrupted by uproarious ap- 
plause. 

He insisted that the gold dollar is the 
dishonest dollar, and that when the free 
coinage of silver is established the gold 
dollar will come down and the silver dol- 
lar will go up, and somewhere they will 
meet on a parity, and this hoarding of 
gold and diverting of investments to other 
places will cease and prosperity will be 
reinstated from one end of the country to 
the other. 

The speaker placed the highest encomi- 
ums upon the distinguished. statesman, 
who, he said, had attained a world-wide 
reputation, and the crowd cheered him to 
the echo, 

Judge Crisp Speaks. 

Hon. Halsted Smith placed a large bas- 
ket of fragrant flowers on the stage, pre- 
sented to Judge Crisp by the women of 
Rome, and as he stepped forward the au- 
dience burst forth in tumubtuous applause. 

Mr. Crisp began by referring to the ne- 
cessity of party organization in the inter- 
est of tne people of the republic. He said 
that the citizens are investigating, as prob- 
ably they have never done before, the dif- 
ferent claims of political parties. 

The Paramount Issue. 

There are vital other than the 
money question, involved in the campaign, 
he said, but the financial question seems to 
have, by common consent, been made para- 
mount to all others, 

Separate individuals, isolated from. so- 
cietv, would have no use for money. A 
million dollars in gold would have been of 
no use to Robinson Crusoe. Money is sim- 
ply a medium of exchange by which 
ciety is benefited in the exchanging of 
different surplus commodities provided by 
different individuals. Money is the creature 
of the law, and its value js fixed, like that of 
the value of every other commodity, by the 
law of supply and demand. If the supply 
is short the price of other comuinodities 
will be low; if plentiful, correspondingly 
higher. put there is this Gifference: There 
is a limit to the supply of cotton, wheat, 
corn and other products. There is no limit 
to the supply of money. It purchases all 
things, and for that reason there is a con- 
stant struggle on the part of mankind to 
acquire money, because with that every- 
thing else can be acquired, He alluded to 
the different views of men, some advocat- 
of paper money solely by 
the government, others advocating hard 
money, gold and silver. The supply of 
the first may be limited by the govern- 
ment. The latter is limited only by the 
amount that men may dig from the ground. 
For thousands of years gold and silver 
have been used for money and the supply 
has been in the ratio of about 16 to 1. 
No human agency is responsible for this. 
The metals were SO provided in the econo- 
my of nature. 

The Crime of ’73. 

The speaker then alluded to the demone- 
tization of silver in 1878. He explained the 
general plane of prices throughout the 
world regulated by the amount of standard 
money in the world. ‘In 1873 the standard 
in this country was 16 to 1 and in Europe a 
little over 15 to 1. The demonetization of 
silver in this country, rapidly followed by 
France, caused a rise in the value of sold 
through the struggle of the nations of the 
earth to secure it. He explained that the 
value of silver had not depreciated: but 
the price of gold has gone up and the 
efforts of the people now are directed to 
bringing the value of gold down to that 
of silver. In 1873 when silver was demon- 
etized the bullion in the Yollar was worth 
9% cents more than the face value of the 
dollar. But the -holders of {dle capital 
had struck down silver and forced the 
gold dollar to do double _§ service as 
money. Consequently there had been an 
increased demand for gold and it had gone 
up rapidly. Prior to that time there was 
as great a demand for silver as there was 
for gold, because it was of equal power 
as a purchasing and debt-paying medium. 

It was simply the demand for silver as 
money that was lowered Dy the act of 
demonetization, thereby diminishing its 
value. Had the same treatment been ac- 
corded gojd, it alsO would have been de- 
preciated in value. 

The silver dollar, in a commercial sense, 
is of as much value as the gold dollar so 
long as the unlimited right to coin it into 
money exists. But when it is crushed and 
its power as a circulating medium taken 
away from it, then it depreciates in value. 
He referred to the law providing that al] 
obligations may be paid in coin of silver 
or gold. And yet the rule had been put 
in practice of enforcing the payment of 
such obligations in gold, 


The Burden of Bonded Debt. 

In the last year the United States 
issued $262,000,000 of bonds to obtain gold 
and the aggregate interest will lay 
a burden of debt upon the nation of nearly 
$5,000,000,000, or $7 a head, upon the people. 
This must be paid in taxes at the expense 
of the laborers and farmers. We do not 
need the gold in Our every day business. 
Very little gold circulates among us. But 
there are great firms that speculate in gold 
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and they are the men who benefit by this | 


condition of affairs—the idle holders of idle 
capital. 

He illustrated how five years ago a debt 
of $100 could have been paid with two bags 
of cotton. With the decrease in price now 
four bags would be required. A man cari 
not pay debts except out of the profits of 
his business. When there is a general pros- 
perity throughout the country all industries 
thrive and are prosperous. 

We can't have it here, in Great Britain 
or in France unless there is an increase in 
money. There was $7,000,000,0t0 of coined 
money in the world in 1873, the gold 
and silver dollars being equal in value. In 
that year 200,000,000 people discarded the 
use of silver as a standard currency and 
these people were compelled to depend on 
the $3,500,000,000 in gold left as good money. 


The Lack of Confidence. 

He spoke of the loss of confidence ex- 
isting which is based upon the lack of 
money and the lack of ability of men to 
pay their obligations. 

The speaker left the choice of the present 
condition of the country and a higher de- 
gree of prosperity to his hearers. If there 
are those who believe that the present 
condition of the country is satisfactory, 
then let theffxo with that band at Indian- 
apolis who promise what we are not going 
to get. He spoke of the republican plan of 
shutting out foreign competition by a high 
tariff. They forget that the same wall 
that shuts out shuts in. We must get our 
cotton and other products to foreign mar- 
kets. 

In referring to the necessity of an inter- 
national agreement for the restoration of 
bimetallism as claimed by the republicans 
he said that a man who advocates such a 
doctrine as that surrenders every principle 
of American freedom and ability to estab- 
lish and sustain the parity between the 
two metals which has been done by France, 
a weaker nation, for seventy years. Dur- 
ing all that time the bullion value of the 
two metals was on a parity at the ratio of 
from 15 to 1 to 15% to 1. He insisted that 
the United States, alone, can coin all the 
silver left after the other nations are 
supplied and that the two coins, at a ratio 
of 16 to 1, will be of equal value and that 
it will be a matter of indifference as which 
is offered in payment of purchases. The 
speaker went on to demonstrate the great 
power and wealth of the United States, so 
far superior to all other nations, by some 
striking statistics. He showed that in agri- 
culture we had the world and that our 
railroads amount to more than all the rail- 
roads of the world. 

As to the Populists. 

He spoke ot the populist convention and 
what it had done. He said that the party 
is not very bad but very noisy. The peo- 
ple in the west had left the republican 
party because of its unjust laws and had 
organized the people’s party. The discon- 
tented people of the south had been led 
off by the persuasion of the office-Seekers 
of that party. He found some excuse for 
the populist party in the west, where the 
people were revolting from republican tyr- 
anny, but none for a populist party in 
Georgia. He showed the animus of the 
middle of the roaders in nominating Tom 
Watson so as to hold the party together. 
The office of of the vice president is a 
very empty one. He is simply like a fifth 
wheel to a wagon—utterly uscless unless 
one of the wheels break. He is not even a 
member of the senate, nor of a single 
committee, without any power whatever 
and with no influence with the administra- 
tion, and yet we are told that unless Mr. 
Watson is elected vice president free coin- 
age will not prevail and the wheels of 
time will have to stand still. 

Bryan’s Name Applauded. 

He indicated the populistic pretensions 
and when he spoke of Bryan as tine man 
who will be president there was an uproar 
of applause, Hle characterized the dissen- 
sions among the bolters and populists as 
dividing in the face of the enemy. He said 
that he had great respect for the great 
body of populists of Georgia. They mean 
to do right, but he was curious to see how 
they would act in this crisis. Here he en- 
tered into a formal explanation in answer 
to .questions from his populist friends 
as to his record. He Showed that in ISS3 
he was elected to congress as an advocate 
of free coinage, had spoken in favor of it 
in 1886 in every county in his district, had 
voted for it on three occasions in 1890, and 
as speaker the the fifty-third congress had 
appointed committees to consider the ques- 
tion, had been appointed a delegate to the 
interrational bimetallic conference and on 
any and all occasions that had presented 
themselves along his career in congress 
he had been an unswerving advocate of 
the doctrine . 

Colonel Livingston Called For. 

As Judge Crisp retired amid a stoftm of 
applause Hon, Leonidas I, Livingston was 
called for and delivered a ringing address, 
refering to the depraved condition of the 
country and denouncing the efforts of the 
money lenders to continue the oppression, 

The picluses he drew impressed them- 
selves deeply on the minds of his audi- 
ence and his address was very effective.

CROP ONE-THIRD OFF 


That Is the Estimate of the Commissioner 
of Agriculture. 


ADVISES FARMERS TO HOLD IT 


Thinks the Price Will Go to 10 Cents 
if Farmers Will Not Rush Their 
Cotton to Market. 


The return of exceedingly hot weather in 
Texas and the western portion of the cot- 
ton belt renews the alarm that agitated 
the cotton men of the country a few weeks 
ago in regard to the crop. The return of a 
heated term has caused the price of fu- 
tures to run up in the vicinity of 8% cents. 
Many cotton men of sound judgment have 
privately expressed the opinion that the 
fleecy staple will run up to 10 cents if the 
farmers will only restrain themselves and 
hold their cotton back until the demand 
for it raises the price. 

The fear that every one has is that the 
farmers who are gathering a very large and 
a very early crop will throw their product 
on the market and flood it to an extent 
that will demoralize prices. 

The state commissioner of agriculture, 
Colonel R. T. Nisbett, who some weeks ago 
estimated the damage to the cotton crop 
from drought and heat at 30 per cent of 
the amount expected when the plant was 
first developing, was seen yesterday and 
asked for a careful estimate of the crop at 
present. He said: 

“My estimate some weeks ago was that 
the crop was 30 per cent off. The rain in 
some localities has not improved the con- 
dition, because the plant had not enough 
vitality left from the excessive heat pre- 
ceding the rains, to recuperate. 

‘‘My opinion now is that the crop in Geor- 
gia is fully 331-3 per cent off. 

“It is too late for rain to benefit the crop. 

“The half-grown bolls are opening, and 
the lint and seed are not matured, so that 
the vield will not be as much per acre as if 


“the fruit on the plant was fully matured. 


There is no top crop. Half of the plant has 


no fruit upon it. 

“The grown fruit has already opened, 
and most of it has been picked out. 

‘‘My advice to the farmer is to save the 
seed from the first picking for planting 
seed.”’ 

“What da you think of the sudden rise 
in the price in the last few days, and 
what do you think of the price in the fu- 
ture?’’ 

“The rise,in my opinion, is because the 
manufacturers and brokers are realizing 
daily that the reports from the cotton belt is 
not a mere bug-bear, but that the estimate 
as to the damage caused by the drought is 
conservative and correct. 

“Speculation has so much to do with con- 
trolling the price that I would not predict 
the price in future, but I see no rea- 
son why it should not go to 10 cents, 

‘‘The surplus carried over is the smallest 
for years, and the English spinners have 
hardly any stock on hand. 

“If the merchants, on whom the farmers 
are dependent, would advise them to hold 
their cotton back and not rush it to the 


market as fast as they gather it, I belleve 


that cotton would go to 10 cents by October 
Ist. 

‘From the present outlook most of the 
cotton will be gathered and ready for mar- 
ket by October 15th. My advice to the 
farmers is to hold their cotton until their 
bills fall due and I believe they will realize 
a good price for it.” 

Cobb Uses a Knife Fatally. 

Albany, Ga., September 2.—(Special.)—In 
Lee county, near Leesburg, yesterday af- 
ternoon Ribe Wells was seriously, if not 
fatally, cut by W. R. Cobb, both white. 
Both men are farmers, between whom 
there has been a feud for some time. Yes- 
ferday they met and a fight ensued, during 
which Wells was cut in the breast, the 
blade of the Knife penetrating the lung 
cavity. There is little chance of Wells’s 
recovery. 


Negro Woman Sells Whisky. 

Albany, Ga., September 2.—(Special.)—A 
negro woman, Susie West, who was ar- 
rested in this city yesterday morning by 
the United States authorities charged with 
violating the internal revenue laws by sell- 
ing whisky without a- license, and for re- 
tailing the same on the Sabbath, was 
tried before Commissioner Roddenberry in 
Thomasville this morning and bound over 
to await trial in Savannah before the 
United States circult court. 


Policeman Barron Exonerated. 

Albany, Ga., September 2.—(Special.)—Po- 
liceman Barron, who killed Bush Williams, 
a negro, in this city Tuesday night, was 
exonerated by the coroner’s jury, which 
declared the killing justifiable homicide. 
The wife of the dead man declares she 
willy have Barron prosecuted and sought 
a leading lawyer for that purpose today. 


Rain Would Cause Ruin. 
Albany, Ga., September 2.—(Special.)—The 
cotton receipts in this city so far have 
been unusually heavy. Four-fifths of the 
crop is now open and were a storm to 
strike the fields now it would entail ruin- 
ous loss to the farmers.

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Prohibition and Politics. 

We print in another column a note 
from Dr. Warren A. Candler, which ex- 
plains itself. Knowing our correspond- | 
ent, we feel safe in saying that it was 
not his‘ inténtion to draw the inference | 
which Dr. Candler seenis to find in the | 
communication to which he replies. No 
one, at least in Georgia, can have any | 
doubt as to where Dr. Candler stands in 
regard to the principle of prohibition. 

But Dr. Candler’s card, published to- 
day, will prevent any possible mistake 
in regard to his position, because he 
shows. why he deprecates the injection 
of the prohibition issue into a political 
and partisan campaign. 

Dr. Candler says he favors “every 
form of prohibition we can get, which 
closes the saloon, whether it be by local 
option, a statute for the whole state, or 
a constitutional amendment.” And yet, 
having the success of his cause at heart, 
he deprecates its entanglement with the 
issues and fortunes’ of any political 
party, and declares that “any partisan 
agitation of this great moral issue means 
the injury of prohibition in Georgia.” 

This is so true that we wonder how 
any genuine prohibitionist—we mean a 
prohibitionist who is not out for polit- 
ical office—can indorse the movement 
that is represented by the populist can- 
didate for governor. 

The Constitution is firmly convinced 
that the prohibition cause cannot suc- 
ceed anywhere unless it is based on 
moral persuasion and home-training. 
These are the elements that give dura- 
bility to the cause. But these matters 
are somewhat apart from the present 
discussion. There can be a difference 
between prohibitionists as to the policy 
that will best promote the principle of 
their cause. When Dr. Candler says he 
is in favor of “every form of prohibition 
We can get,’ he means, of course, that 
form which will commend itself to the 
approval of the largest number of peo- 
ple. 

Consequently, prohibitionists in Geor- 
gia will have to decide two important 
questions at this time, namely: whether 
the injection of prohibition into a par- 
tisan political campaign is likely to be 
injurious, and whether the uprooting of 
the present policy of local option, which 
has given prohibition such strength in 
the state, would not tend to demoralize 
the support that the cause has won 
through the wisdom and conservatism 
of those who favor the present non-po- 
litical system. 

In short, if a satisfactory system—a 
Bystem that is purely democratic in its 
operations—is to be discarded for some 
other policy, the question cannot be kept 
out of politics, and partisan polities at. 
that. What one legislature does, another 
legislature can undo; so that prohibi- 
tion would have to take its chances with 
the ups and downs of the professional 
politicians. 

On the other hand, we have never 
heard any complaint in regard to local 
option. It works, as it were, by the 
force of example. When, under this 
law, prohibition carries a county—and it 
has carried 105 out of 137—it forces

Observing the rapid growth of the free 
coinage movement, and bo doubt con- 
vineed in his own mind of the wisdom 
Which inspired it, the democratie nomi- 
nee, only six davs before the election, 
came out in a statement declaring him- 
self in favor 

In taking this position, however, he 
joined issue with the platform on which 
he stood and virtually antagonized both 
factions of his own party. Hundreds of 
democrats who. believed in the single 
gold standard and who warmly §in- 
dorsed the platform, stubbornly refused 
to vote for the democratic candidate be- 
cause at the last moment he had come 
out in favor of bimetallism. On the 
other hand, hundreds of free silver dem- 
ocrats and republicans likewise refused 
to vote for him. Though partial to a 
free silver candidate, they refused to 
vote for him on a gold platform. 

Such being the peculiar situation, it is 
not at all surprising that the republi- 
cans shoukl have carried the state by a 
large majority. The only surprise about 
the election is that democrats, under the 
circumstances, should have gone to the 
polls at all. 

Aside from the lack of adjustment be- 
tween the nominee and his platform, it 
should also be siated in this connection 
that no help whatever was received from 
the outside. 

It can readily be seen that such a 
complication as the Vermont election 
presents was caleulated to pro- 
duce apathy as well as division in the 
democratic ranks, so far as the state 
election is concerned, 

As to the free coinage campaign con- 
ducted by Hon. George I'red Williams in 
that state, it must be clear to every one 
that in preaching the gospel of financial 
reform and making converts to bimetal- 
lism, ‘he necessarily antagonized the in- 
terests of the state ticket, which was 
put out on a gold platform. Every vote, 
however, thus taken from the state 
ticket must be recognized as a vote 
added to the support of the national 
ticket. 

One of the most conservative republi- 
can newspapers of New Engiand is The 
Springfield Republican. In a recent edi- 
torial, which appeared prior to the Ver- 
mont election, The NSpringtield Repub- 
lican states in a spirit of candor that 
on account of the situation in Vermont 
it would not do for the republicans to 
feel too highly elated over their majority 
in the state election.

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Clerks, bookkeepers and employes, hold- 
Ing confidential positions, often receive 
in addition to their salary, their board 
and lodging also, and. in many cases, a 
percentage of the profits. Many of the 
larger establishments operate boarding 
houses, which are patronized by their 
employes. The salaries paid over and 
above thesé expenses range from $40 to 
$100 per month. 7 

Speaking from his own personal ex- 
perience, the writer of the prticle states 
that one of the results of Mexico's finan- 
cial policy has been to keep her capital 
at home and to build up her own domes- 
tic industries. Continuing, the same 
writer observes: 

I have been a resident of this republie 
twenty-seven years and during this 
time have been intimately connected 
With financial and. commercial houses. 
I would say that the Mexican dollar 
buys as much today in this city as it did 
when I came here and at that time the 
Mexican dollar was worth $1.08 in gold 
in San Francisco. The price of corn, 
beans, flour, wearing apparel, etc., is al- 
most exactly the same in former 
years. Of course, there have been fluct- 
uations due to good and bad crops, but 
the average cost of all the various ar- 
ticles which go to make up the expense 
of a family is almost exactly the same 
as when gold was at par. 

The premium on gold 
bring it, to this country. European in- 
vestors, seeing this advantage. are 
more willing to come here and invest in 
mining, manufacturing, etc., than if this 
disparity between gold and silver did 
not exist. While doubling their capital 
when bringing it to Mexico, they can zo 
into the production of articles for ex- 
port, such as coffee, rubber, hides, va- 
nilla, etc., and yet receive gold interest 
on the investment. 

A silver basis seems to tend to the in- 
crease of the number of Small incomes 
rather than a small number of large 
ones. 

Such a-testimony, coming directly from 
the heart of the great republic of Mex- 
ico, cannot be ignored.

Hanye wrote a letter to Mr. Henry D. 
Spinks, the father of Will Spinks, the 
murdered man, yesterday and had it mail- 
ed by Mr. Fred Warde, the evangelist, 
who was one of Hanye’s afternoon vis- 
itors. 

The letter is as follows: 

September 2, 1896.—Mr. Dal Spinks and 
Family. My Dear Friends: Only a few 
short hours and my soul will be before its 
Maker, and realizing this I wish to say a 
few words. Before God as my witness I 
do not remember striking Will. I have no 
knowledge of the blow at all, but if I did 
j am truly penitent. God has forgiven me, 
and I sincerely hope that you will. 

“T feel that you have hunted me unto 
death, but that being even so, I freely for- 
give you and extend to you all mry sincere 
sympathy for Will’s sudden death. 

“TI regret it much more than _ people 
imagine, and am truly sorry that it ever 
happened. Now, a few words and I am 
through with everything pertaining to this 
world. Try from this time on to live more 
and more as Christians should do. Do 
not bear ill will to anyone; learn to love 
your neighbor as yourself, is the prayer 
of the one whom you have persecuted unto 
death. Do not destroy this letter, but 
keep it, and some day read it again, and 
when that day comes think kindly of me 
and renvember I died with no ill feeling 
to anyone. Yours prayerfully,

Atlanta Colony Gets Good News from 
the Island, 


BIG EXPEDITION HAS LANDED 


Senior Costillo Hears of the Successful 


Venture of Insurgents. 


DREAD YELLOW FEVER IS NOW RAGING 


Letters State That the Spaniards Are 
Dying Out by the Hundreds and 
Will Not Hold Out. 


A letter was received yesterday by Senor 
Costillo, of this city, stating thet one of 
the largest expeditions that have been fitted 
out made a successful landing on the is- 
land of Cuba in the province of Camaguay. 

The steamer was about the size of the 
Lavrada and was lying heavy in the water. 
She was accompanied by a small tug that 
inade successful landing. As soon as the 
larger boat was made lighter she steamed 
to the northern coast of the island and 
landed the remainder of her cargo in the 
province of Matanzas. 

Both tha steamer 6nd tue steamed to- 
werd Key West. A letter received by Senor 
Eugene Crabb from a relative in Key West 
states that General Roloff, secretary of the 
Tuban war, and Amelio Nunez, of Phila- 
delphia, chiel of the Cuban expeditions, 
arrived in that city in a small boat. They 
disembarked from a steamer that was ly- 
ing out a few miles at sea. Within a few 
hours after they landed the steamer put 
tc sea and Was not again seen. 

Senor Crabb says this was the filibuster 
that landed her heavy cargo a day before 
on the islana. 

General Roloff and Colonel Amelio Nunez 
are still in Key West. 

Senor :-Costillo says he has known of the 
expedition, 

“It was an expedition that Colonel Nunez 
has been collecting for several weeks,’’ he 
said last night. ‘‘We have been expecting 
news of its arrival every day. Colonel 
Nunez accompanied the exped:tion and is 
now in Key West, unless he left today. 

“Of course I know where the expedition 
was sent from, but it is impossible for me 
to say. The supposition is that it was 
fitted out in the Bermuda islands not far 
from Cuba. 

“It was a very successful expedition and 
had a large cargo of arms. There were 
4.00) rifles, 1,900,000 cartridges, 1,600 ma- 
chetes, 1,000 pounds of dynamite. This was 
what the steamer had on board when she 
put to sea last week.” 

The letter received yesterday 
Costillo was from a relative in 
and gives the latest and true news from 
the island. A paper, La Discussion, was 
als@ received by the same mail, which 
substantiates a good deal of what the let- 
ter contafned., 

Senor Costillo translated that part of the 
letter which relates to the war. lt says: 

“A few days ago Major Balbuena, who 
so successfully defended w military train 
that was beseiged by the insurgents sev- 
eral weeks was given a public dem- 
onstration. 

“Cigars, cigarettes and cognac were given 
to his soldiers in the public square, where 
thousands had gathered to participate in 
the demonstration. 

“A number of speeches were made by 
the Spaniards, who censured Americans se- 
verely. The surging mass that had gathered 
began the cry of ‘Death to the Americans!’ 
‘Death to the pork princes!’ and many such 
other expressions. It was not until late in 
the evening that the masses quieted down. 

“Dr. Gabriel Casuso, one of the most 
prominent surgeons on the island, was sent 
into exile to the isle of Cueta, off the coast 
of Africa... He was accused of having har- 
bored and cured one of the prominent 
Cuban officers in hise sanitarium just out 
of the city of Havana. 

“Miguel Viondi, probably the most prom- 
inent lawyer in Cuba, was also exiled. He 
defended Julio Sanguilly, the American citi- 
zen, Who was confined in the Snanish 
prison for over a year, at his trial several] 
months ago. “iis put the Spaniards at outs 
with him and he was exiled at the pleasure 
of General Weyler. 

“Among the exiles that were shipped on 
board the steamer that left Cuba tast week 
for African shores, was Miguel Ferrer. He 
was on board the American steamer Mas- 
cotte on his way to America when arrested. 
He was coming to Atlanta and had secured 
board at 189 Spring street. 

“The conservative party of the city of 
Havana is very much excited at present 
over the action of General Weyler toward 
members of the party. 

“A few days ago a committee of the con- 
servative party Was sent to General Wey- 
ler to ask him to withdraw his proclama- 
tion to the effect that no more cane couid 
be ground and no more coffee gathered. 
The committee were refused an audience 
and are very indignant. They sent a mes- 
senger to Key West to cable the authori- 
ties in Spain the action of General Wey- 
ler. 

“The trocha, the military line of the 
Spaniards that runs across the island and 
is claimed as impregnable, has been crossed 
by the insurgents. 

“Quintin Banderas, the negro leader, with 
a small force of men the trocha 
near the southern part of the island with 
little trouble. They are now in the provy- 
ence of Havana. 

“Two days following the crossing they 
had an encounter with the Spanierds, in 
which Miguel Bacallao, who has a brother 
in this country, was ikilled.’’ 

The letter states in the closing para- 
graphs that yellow fever is raging and 
that the Spaniards are dying by the hun- 
dreds. lifty were carried to the small hos- 
pital in the village of Santa Clara in one 
day. 

Senors Costillo, Crabb, Pacetti and a 
number of other prominent Cubans were 
gathered at the cigar store of Costillo & 
Co. last night, Where they discussed the 
letter just received from.Cuba., 

“We are making great headway in Cuba,’’ 
said Senor Pacetti. ‘It is impossible for 
the Spaniards to win now. We have landed 
Several successful expeditions on the 1s- 
land laiely and there are many more that 
will land in the next month or go.” 

Senor Costillo said they had not receivee 
news whether or not the Three Friends 
had arrived with her cargo. “She has 
surely landed by this time or we would 
have heard trom her. If the Spaniards 
should capture the boat it would be al) 
over the world the Same day.

‘These amounts aggregate over $4,000 for 
ten months, and I submit that Fulton 
county should not be made to pay one cent 
for it, as the office pays enough cutside of 
these charges to justify men of unques- 
tionable ability in filling the places. 

Items of Expense Enumerated. 

“Now, in addition to the above amounts, 
I wish you gentlemen to bear in mind that 
we furnish the clerk, the sheriff and the 
ordinary with their furniture, desks, chairs, 
etc., with the books upon which their 
records are Kept, with paper, pens, pencils, 
ink, and in fact with everything which they 
need or use in the transaction of all their 
Official business. They have no rent to 
pay and are furnished with steam heat in 
Winter and with ice water in summer. 

‘“‘We have paid the sheriff for the past 
ten months $7,817 to feed the prisoners at 
the jail, at the rate of 27% cents per diem 
for each prisoner, while it only costs Cap- 
tain Donaldson only 9 cents a day to feed 
his convicts, and fhe inmates of the alms- 
house are fed on less than 8 cents a day. 
I believe that there is a profit of $4,000 in 
this one item which can be saved to the 
taxpayers of Ftlton county next year by 
putting the care of the prisoners and the 
jail into the hands of the commissioners, 
and if the commissioners still retain the 
United States prisoners, for which the 
sheriff now receives 35 cents per diem, I!

Favors a Sweeping Reduction.

Prime in The New York Stockholder. 
August 29, 1896.—The country has expe- 
rienced a week of exceedingly fine weather 
for this season of the year.

A Dull Day with the Cereals Lower 


and Provisions Higher. 

Chicago, September 2.—This was a dull 
day in wheat with prices inclined lower. 
At the start the number of orders executed 
were less than usual, and throughout the 
remainder of the session business was 
largely active. December wheat opened 
from 58% to 5&s7%ec, declined to 57%c closing 
at 58lac—'se under yesterday. Cash wheat 
was weak and %@1c lower, closing steady. 

Corn opened with firmness, a gift from 
wheat, subsequentiy retaining a fair pro- 
portion of the strength, but not attracting 
attention through any untoward activity. 
When the weakness in wheat became pro- 
nounced, corn prices succumbed to a like 
feeling. May corn opened at 24%%c, sold be- 
tween 2474025 and 24'4¢c, closing at 24%—le 
under yesterday. Cash corn was easy and 
4c per bushel lower, 

Oats were generally steady, the situation 
in that grain being more encouraging ihan 
in the two leaders. May oats closed ‘ce 
lower; cash oats were steady. 

Provisions—A steady tone and a light 
trade were the only features, if they 
might be classed as such in the provision 
market. The hog market was irregular. 
January pork closed a shade higher, Jan- 
uary lard 2%c higher and January ribs a 
shade higher.

Chicago, September 2.—(Over The Paine- 
Murphy Co.’s Private Wire.)—Kvery at- 
tempt to bull the wheat murket during the 
pust two or three months has proven a 
failure, and that of last week was no ex- 
ception, most of the jeaders having sold 
out their lines the past two days. The 
selling for this account today was a con- 
spicuous feature in the trading. While 
Some of our best local operators feel 
friendly to the cereal on its merits. they 
find it impossible to maintain any advance 
so long as the outside public ts silent. 
This causes discouragement on the bull 
side, and induces short selling by traders 
who otherwise would probably support 
prices on any encouragement from the out- 


—— 


side. The market today im consequence 
Was much weaker than the news, and 
Showed a further loss of nearly lec per 
bushel fron yesterday's close. Beerbohm’s 
etatement that the Russion ports are hold- 
ing stocks of only 6,000,000, against 12,- 
000,000 a year ago would ordinarily have 
caused good buying, but with long wheat 
pressing on the murket and little demand, 
the effect of this report Was not noticea- 
ble. The chief factor seems to be re- 
ceipts. Minneapolis and Duluth had only 
345 cars, but this was offset by advices 
from that section that the falling off was 
due to a blockade on the Great Northern 
road. Primary arrivals reached a total 
of 832,000 bushels, with shipments of about 
350,000 bushels. Clearances were only mod- 
erate at 200,000 bushels. Liverpool closed 
4d lower. Bradstreet's figures on the 
world’s visible were bearish, making an 
increase of 1,500,000 bushels. This caused 
the decline from 5814 to 575%. The impor- 
tant factor, however, outside of the heavy 
receipts, was the selling of long lines. 
The corn market showed further weak- 
ness, although the stereotyped news was 
rather firm’ Out inspection amounted to 
019,000 bushels, shipments were 560,000 bush- 
els, ciearances quite liberal at 399,000 bush- 
els and receipts not- heavy at 375 cars; but 
the weakness in wheat discouraged Wuch 
buying, except from a few shorts, who 
covered in view of the low prices 


The steadiness was caused by a larger 
decrease in provision stocks than generally 
anticipated.

W. R. Elder Is Refused His Pension 
by the County Board Under the 
Opinion of Attorney Rosser. 


Bowed with the weight of many years 
W. R. Elder, an ex-confederate solaier, 
was among those who appeared before the 


board of eounty commissioners yesterday 


with a petition which was addressed to the 
board. 

Mr. Elder was led into the commissioners’ 
room by his grandchild. Since the explo- 
sion of a shell in the war he has been 
totally blind, as both eyes were destroyed 
by the bursting shell. : 

In his hand he held a petition, asking 
that the decision of the county attorney in 
declaring that the county could no longer 
legitimately pay him the annual pension of 
$109 be set aside and the question reopened 
for discussion. 

Since 1877, when the constitution of the 
State was changed so as to make the pay- 
ment of the pensions that had veen paid by 
the counties payable for the state, it is 
said that the county had no right to con- 
tinue the payment of the $100 pension that 
had been allowed Mr, Elder on account 
of the loss of both eyes. Probably on ac- 
count of an oversight the county has reg- 
ularly been paying Mr. Elder the annual 
pension, and nothing was said about. the 
matter until a short time ago when At- 
torney Rosser was asked to look into the 
law upon the question and see whether or 
not the county had the right to pay this 
money to disabled ex-confederate soldiers. 

The opinion of Attorney Rosser was that 
the county did not have the right to make 
this annual payment. The opinion of the 
county attorney was filed and the payment 
was not made this year as heretofore. 

Mr. Elder was present yesterday after- 
noon to ask the board to reopen the matter 
for discussion, as he said he had been 
advised by his attorney that the county 
had a perfect right to pay the pension 
money and there was no law in existence 
to prevent it. 

“Other counties do so,” said Mr. Elder, 
“When the war was over there was a gen- 
eral provision that all soldiers who had lost 
either both eyes, both arms or bcth 
legs were to be paid $100 each year. There 
were thirty three then who were entitled 
to this pension, but death has thinned out 
our ranks and now there remain but 
eleven. I am old and infirm and perfectly 
helpless, and if it has not been wrong for 
me to Be paid Te money in the past, I see 
where no error would be committed if the 
board were to continue the payment of the 
money.” 

The board stated that it had not 
authority to do anything after its 
adviser, the county attorney, had filed an 
adverse opinion. 

“The board has no legal jurisdiction,’ 
sai@ Chairman Collier, ‘and the proper way 
for this to be disposed of is for you to se- 
cure an attorney and have the maiter 
tested in the courts and decided. By writ 
of mandamus you could require the board 
to show cause why the payment was not 
made and then the courts would decide it 
for all time.’’ 

Mr. Elder will ask the courts to 
the matter. He is now receiving an annual 
pension fund from the state of $150 and has 
been paid until this year $100 by the county.

Policemen Arrested a Bold Gang of 
Outlaws Yesterday. 


HAVE ROBBED MANY HOUSES 


Three Too Young for the Gang—How 
They Were Made To Confess 
Their Crime.

Officers Estes and Terry arrested and 
locked in the station house yesterday a 
gang of professional burglars, who have 
been operating in this city for months and 
have stolen hundreds of dollars worth of 
goods. 

There are five of the desperadoes, and 
all are negroes. The oldest is thirteen; the 
youngest eight. There are exactiy eigh- 
teen cases of burglary chalked up against 
them, and they acknowledge their guilt 
in every instance. 

These little innocent-looking negroes, who 
@re scarcely large enough to be on the 
streets alone, have committed thefts worthy 
of the most skilled burglars. Citizens 


‘whose residences have lately been entered 


and who suspect the intruders to be men 
old and hardened in such crimes, will be 
Surprised when they earn that their 
Watches and innumerable other valuabies 
have been spirited away by mere babies, 
scarcely big enough to walk. 

The names of the young criminals, whose 
inevitable end is the penitentiary are: Seab 
McDonald, Frank Payne, Charley Bozzell, 
Tom Jones and Arthur Glover. The first 
three are too little to be sent to the chair- 
gang, and their cases were, therefore, 
brought before Judge Calhoun, in the po- 
lice court, yesterday afternoon. They were 
sent to the stockade for thirty days, the 
limit of the penalty. 

Had on His Trousers. 

McDowell, Payne and Bozzell were caught 
on South Pryor street Tuesday night. An 
old negro happened to be walking on that 
thoroughfare at that time and spied the 
three kids wearing three pairs of trous- 
ers they had stolen from the old man’s 
home several nights ago. The negro noti- 
fied the officers and the trio was immedi- 
ately placed under arrest on the charge 
of suspicion. 

When the boys were searched at the 
station house, fully seventy-five keys were 
found on them. It seems they had gone 
into the business for all it was worth. 
Just where they got the keys is a mystery, 
but it is supposed they were stolen from 
the doors of empty houses. 

Yesterday morning Jones and Glover 
were caught in a residence they had enter- 
ed on William street. Both were hiding 
under the bed with their arms filled with 
booty, and were waiting for an opportune 
moment to skip. They were discovered 
by the house girl, however, and were 
caught and held until the officers arrived. 
About twenty-five keys were found on 
these two. 

Dynamite Made Them Tell. 

The detectives used a decidedly unique 
method for making the little negroes con- 
fess their crimes. They were all assem- 
bled in the detective office at the sta- 
tion house vesterday morning and they 
presented a queer and amusing spectacle 
as they were huddled together in a black 
bunch on the floor in one corner. 

Detective Harris Knew exactly huw to 
work the voungsters, and he had secured 
for the occasion an old roman candle that 
Tiad been shot years ago, and filled it with 
dirt. He pointed it at the little black 
group in the corner and swore by all that 
was holy that he would blow every one of 
them into sausage meat with dynamite i?

CROWDS ATTEND THE FUNERAL 


Impressive Services at the Kimball

BUCK WANTS A BITE 


Asks That Republicans Be Represented 
in Elections. 


HE WRITES TO CUNNINGHAM 


Also Asks Clay That a Fair Division 


Be Extended to Him. 


CHAIRMAN CLAY'S CONCISE COMMUNICATION 


Tells the Populists That Their Request 
Is a Reflection on the People 
of His Party. 


The question of division of election man- 
agers has supplied the chairmen of the 
different parties in the state material for 
interesting communications. 

The populists first raised 
through their chairman, John Cunningham, 
who asked that Chairman Clay agree to 
give fair division. Mr. Clay stated that 
he would recommend this action to all 
county chairmen. Then came another let- 
ter from Chairman Cunningham, asking 
that the agreement be oath-bound. Wish- 
ing to consider the matter thoroughly, Mr. 
Clay waited some days. Yesterday he re- 
ceived a second letter from the populist 
chairman and made reply, sta@ug that 
the request to make the agreement oath- 
bound was a reflection on his party. 

Now comes Chairman A. E. Buck, who 
takes a hand in behalr of the republicans. 

While the letters were flitting between 
democratic and populist headquarters, Colo- 
nel Buck remained silent. Yesterday he 
sent a communication to Chairman Clay 
and another to Chairman Cunningham, 
each asking that the republicans be al- 
lowed representation on the board of man- 
agers in each county in the national elgc- 
tion. Colonel Buck wants his share, and 
Says that it will be unfair to his party to 
carry on the election without republican 
representation 

Here is the full letter of Colonel Buck as 
addressed to Chairman Cunningham: 

“Hon. John D. Cunningham, Chairman 
People’s Party Executive Committee. My 
Dear Sir: Having seen your letter to Hon. 
A. 8. Clay, chairman of the democratic 
State executive committee, dated August 
), 1896, and his reply thereto, and also 
your letter to him of August 25th, each 
letter relating to arrangements to ode ef- 
fected by which the democratic party and 
the people’s party would reciprocate in 
securing representation on the board of 
election managers and clerks at the polls 
in the fall election in such counties as 
each party may have control, I presume 
your party would be willing to accord the 
republicans at the national election such 
representation in counties where your party 
has the power. While the republicans 
have no ticket for state offices, yet having 
a full electoral ticket and candidates for 
congress in some districts, I ask of you as 
a matter of justice the same consideration 
for the republicans in the coming election 
in counties where populists are in control 
as you propose to accord to the democrats 
in the election; especially since in the elec- 
tion the republicans will represent one side 
of the paramount issue before the people 
and the democrats and populists the other 
side. An early response will greatly oblige.

A letter containing the same request was 
also received by Chairman Clay. 

Considers It a Reflection. 

Chairman Clay yesterday replied to the 
letter of Chairman Cunningham asking for 
an oath-bound contract on the selection 
of election managers. 

Following is Mr. Clay’s terse reply: 

“Atlanta, Ga., September 2, 1896.—Hon. 
John Db. Cunningham, Chairman People's 
Party Campaign Committee, Atlanta, Ga. 
Dear Sir: A few days ago I received a 
communication from you asking for a di- 
vision of managers and clerks in the com- 
ing election. I responded that neither you 
nor I had any authority to select managers 
for the election; that whatever we did was 
simply advisory: but that I, as chairman 
of the state democratic executive commit- 
tee, most cheerfully recommended that 
each party be allowed a manager and 
clerk in every voting precinct in Georgia.

The re- 
quest for an oath-bound contract was made 
immediately upon the receipt of Mr. Clay’s 
first letter. 

It is stated that the correspondence be- 
tween the chairmen of the various pariies 
is not yet finished and some warm epistles 
are expected to follow.

He Thinks That Thousands of Dollars

It seems that Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, state 
cammiszioner of agriculture, ‘s expcrienc- 
ing much difticulty in exhibiting to ac- 
vantage the new wire cotton tle which he 
thinks can be used in place of the old flat 
steel tie, on which a trust has placed an 
extortionate price this year.
